He 
assured her it was perfectly safe, but 
in spite of the fact*that she has been 
one of the most enthusiastic spectators 
at the flights, she shrank from the ex- 
perience. 
Wright started on his most sensa- 
tional flight alone and a few minutes 
later dropped suddenly almost at the 
young lady's feet. The abroplane was 
injured, but Wright was not hurt. 
Wright had stopped the motor at a 
height of seventy-five feet and tried 
to come to earth on a gradual descend- 
ing glide. The calculations were not 
absolutely correct and the left wing 
of the aéroplane came in contact with 
the ground. This tore the frame of 
the machine. 
Wright said he did not regard the 
accident as serious and explained that 
these were only incidental experiences 


devoted to acquiring complete mastery 
of the difficulties.of aviation and the 
execution of new maneuvers. 

Mr. Wright's first flight this morn- 
ing eclipsed all his former efforts, He 
made several complete tours of the 
field over the tops of the trees. Ace-

PLANNED IN ADVANCE. 


That Dufty had carefully planned 
the crime in advance is evidenced by 
the fact that he had purchased three 
lots at Evergreen Cemetery several 
weeks ago, had three tombstones en- 
graved with his own name and the 
names of his son and daughter. and 
had had the stones etected in the 
cemetery, 

He had also given a sum of money 
inte the keeping of Superintendent 
Ferguson of Pen Mission, directing 
him to pay Dufty’s funeral expenses 
if anything should happen to him, and 
also to send a railway ticket to his 
other son in Montana. 

That the first crime must have been 
committed later than 6 o'clock in the 
morning seems certain, from the fact 
that T. Belas, who occupied the room 
adjoining that in which the murder 
Was committed, heard no disturbance. 
The head of his bed was separated 
from that occupied by Frederick Dufty 
only by a thin board partition, and 
any disturbance must have awakened 
him. Belos left the house at 6 o'clock. 

Neighbors en that Dufty was of a 
very qvarrelsome disposition and fre- 
quently made troubie for his family. 
Nevertheless, he seemed. at times, to 
be very fond of the son and daughter. 
The house in which Mrs. La Com lived 
was given her by her father, and the, 
man had also deeded a house 
to his son. 

Ferdinand La Com, the husband of 
the murdered woman, is employed at 
Zinn Brothers’ carriage repair shop, He 
left the house at 6 o'clock in the morning 
and wes at work when the news of the 
tragedy was carried to him. He was 
overcome with grief when he heard of 
his wife's death. 

MRS. DUFTY PROSTRATED. 

In a dim little. cell on the top floor 
of the City Jeil, yesterday afternoon, 
two women, wrecks from «¢he mael- 
strom of human tragedy, torn, and 
broken by the throes of suffering, 
clung to one another and wept out 
their sorrows. 

One was Mrs. Dufty, an aged, care- 
worn mother, whose life had been dedi- 
cated to the care of her children, and 
who saw the life of her first born child 
snuffed out like the flame of a candle; 
the other was just a woman of the 
Tenderloin, one of the creatures who 
daily go to jail to serve out sentence, 
a coarse- rdened gutter 
bird. 
And yet the woman of the slums 
petted and coddied and stroked the 
spare gray Fair of the older woman. 
white both, held by a common bond uf 
sorrow, wept out their mirery. 

Mrs. Dufty went temporarily insane 
at sight of her daughter's murder. Her 
tired gray eyes begged pitifully for 
her daughter. It was that that made 
the other woman weep. Through the 
entire day, Mrs. Dufty called for her 
daughter, while the woman of the jail 
sat by. watching and tending her. 

CRIES FOR DAUGHTER. 

“Have you seen my little Zaida, my 
littie girl?’ queried the tired voice of 
the mother. “She was my first little 
baby, my — . golden-haired 
Why, here she is now. 

The woman reached out and fondled 
the other woman who sat by her. 


great Might of recognition and tove

| STORY OF TRAGEDY. 

“He came quietly into the house,” 
she said. “I could hear him approach 
my daughter, who sat in the next 
room. Then they spoke, Zaida with a 
chiding voice. Then came a sound of 
a blow, a blow that fell on something 
soft and yielding. I ran into 
room. There stood my husband. He 
was looking at my girl, my dear little 
girl. He swung the ax over his head 
as he stepped toward her.

_ The newest pioneer crop is milo. It 
is u sort of corn which has made it- 
Self staple in the drier uplands. of New 
Mexico, Texas,, Colorade, Kansas and 
Oklahoma. This territory tukes a vaty- 
ing annual rainfall of seventen to 
twenty-five inches. Last year ft was 
found to mature at points in Colorado 
6000 feet above the sea level, and in 
South Dakota it had ripened just as 
the firat frost occurred. [ts roots pene- 
trate from three to four feet after the 
moisture. In appeagrunce the seeds head 
out, not like an ear of maize, with a 
covering of husk, but very much like 
that of broom corn, with a bunch of 
loosely-grown seeds around the head 
of the stalk. It can be harvested by 
machinery, is easily thrashed, and 
yields from thirty to fifty-five bushels 
an acre. Its main use is for the feed- 
ing of live stock.

Many technical 
military experts point to this measure 
as the only possible way of saving the 
country. and bringing England up to 
the fighting level of continental pow- 
ers, while others scout the idea alto- 
gether and say that conscription is en- 
tirely contrary to the whole trend of 
English, thought. The Secretary of State 
for War Mr. Haldane, who has been 
attempting to recast entirely the British 
fighting force, promised to have 300,000 
volunteers enlisted by June 9%. As a 
latter of fact, he has obtained, so 
far, only sixty-five per cent. of this 
number. As Haldane’s measures are 
recognized, even by his opponents, as 
the last step” between the country 
and the much-hated conscription, the 
situation is acknowledged to be serious. 
Herculean efforts are being made all 
over the country by various “county 
assoctations’’—otherw ise enlistment bu- 
reau-—to bring the force up to the re- 
quired standard. Even King Edward 
himself, who has come to wield con- 
siderable political and social power, is 
actively interested in trying to avoid 
compulsory military service in Eng- 


Despite all these efforts, however, 
the returns from the volunteer enlist- 
ing posts point conclusively to the fact 
that Haldane will not obtain his men.

Plan of Syndicate That Has Just 
Bought Land Near West Holly 
wood Is to Make Peaks Accessible 
to Sightseers and to Create Re- 
sorts for Pleasure-seekers. 


A scenic railway up Laurel Cafion 
and along the mountain rim of Look- 
out Mountain Park ig the latest at- 
traction planned near Los Angeles. A 
syndicate composed of enges promi- 
nent local and eastern men, of whom 
A. B. Salisbury ig the only visible rep- 


| resentative, has purchased the park 


from F. B. Yoakum for a reported 
considerat! of $98,000, and is for- 
mulating plans for a unique pleasure 
resort. The deal for the park was ne- 
gotiated by L. R. Conklin, with Bryan 
& Bradford. 

Lookout Mountain Park consists of 
a 280-acre tract of hill and mountain 
land, lying about a mile from the fine 
residence section of West Hollywood, 
and is the head of the west branch of 
Laurel Cafion. There are three promi- 
nent peaks in the tract, all connected 
by an unbroken mountain rim a mile 


and a half long, which is one of the 


‘surprising formations of the section. 
Lookout Mountain is 1250 feet high, 
Wonderland Peak, formerly known as 
Mount Washington; 1300 feet, and 
Wulff’s Peak, 1350 feet high. The for- 
mer is at the southeast corner of the 
park, Wonderland Peak at the south- 
west corner, and Wulff's Peak at the 
northwest. — 

A wagon road, also available to au- 
tomobiles, is already constructed, and 
connects all three. The scenic railway 


wagon road, and probably will connect 
with the Los Angeles-Pacific line, 
now within a few hundred feet of 
Laurel Cafion. The wagon road has cost 
about $35,000 to date. About $100,000 will 
— invested in the new railway, it is 
said. 

The Lookout Mountain Park Land 

and Water Company is the new con- 
cern. It will be incorporated at once. 
In addition to b&ilding the regiroad, 
the company plans to develop water, 
reforest the hill slopes wherever neces- 
sary, planting pine and eucalyptus 
trees, and will also bulld a hotel and 
a number of bungalows. The latter are 
designed for renting to summer camp- 
ers. 

“Nowhere is there such a combina- 
tion of hills, valleys and mountain 
rim,” said Salisbury yesterday. “I do 
not think it can be duplicated for 
scenery of a more beautiful and varied 
character, agd I think it cannot help 
but become one of the great show 
places and pleasure resorts of South- 

*alifornia.”

Fishermen Friends of “Tony the 
Greek” Say Cadaver 

from Ocean le not Hie—Los Ange- 
les Woman Claims to Own the 
Port. 


SAN PEDRO, Aug. 13.—The badly 
decomposed body of a man, apparently 
about forty-five years of age, was 
found floating about two miles south- 
east of the breakwater by John Kellum 
and Al Hyder in the launch Rajah, this 
morning. Aseund the neck of the 
cadaver were two gunny sacks filled 
with disintegrated cement and rocks. 
Evidently the man had taken excep- 
tional pains to keep his body from be- 
ing discovered, or he was murdered. 
A stiff hat was held fast on the body 
by being tied through holes in the 
rim and around the chin, with yarn 
cords. 

The cadaver is so badly decomposed 
that the features are totally unrecog- 
nizable. The body has been in the wa- 
ter for months, as moss had grown on 
the hat and clothing several inches in 
length. The body is that of a man about 
six feet tall, who in life would weigh 
175 or 180 pounds, It is fairly well clothed 
in a black suit and congress shoes.
